A revolutionary experiment in pro- 
iding houses for workers is under 


way here in Lowell under the aus- 
Jices of the Massachusetts Homestead 
lommiasion. 
The state itself is going into the 


justness 
of 
furnish ing homes 
at 


:ost to the people of the city and ac- 
ual construction has already begun. 
'he houses will be located in Hil- 
reth street. 
"In all my investigations thus far 
f the shortage of houses brought 


about by the infhix of workers into 
industrial centres," said an, authority 
on housing, who visited Lowell a few 
days ago, "i h'nd that the Lowell plan 
brings to the problem the vital solu- 
tion. 
It promises an even fuller an- 


swer to the standing-room-only ques- 
tion than the plan in Ontario, Can., 
where .private housing companies are 
given public credits." 
Lowell, always a leader in things 


pertaining not 
only 
to 
industrial 
matters in general hut even to the 
minutest comforts 
of 
her 
workers, 


took up the plan before the war. The 
Massachusetts Homestead commission, 
created in 15)11, was at that time in- 
structed to draw a bill under which 
"with the assistance of the common- 
wealth homesteads or small houses 
and plots of ground may 'oe acquired 
by factory employes and others in the 
suburbs of cities and towns.'' 
Then the supreme court held that 


the use of state funds for the pur- 
pose of aiding1 
citizens 
to acquire 


homes was unconstitutional. 


In the meantime the war had brok- 


en out and this city as well as the 
rest of the country was vitally affect- 
ed. 
Lowell's housing problem 
be- 


came 
doubly serious. 
A constitu- 


tional amendment was submitted to 


the people In 1915 and overwhelming 
ly adopted. 
In express terms it au- 


thorized the state to go into the home* 
building business. 
The 
legislature 


appropriated $50,000 for the experi- 
ment and this city was chosen for the 
experiment. 
After some discussion 


it was decided to build 16 to 20 houses 
in Hildreth street. 


Since the decision 
to 
build 
the 


houses in Lowell was made the people 
of the city have had ample opportun- 
ity to learn just what the commission 
intended to do there. 
At the Agri- 


cultural fair held last month at the 
Kasino there was an extensive exhibit 
of the homestead plan in Lowell and 
representatives 
of 
the commission 
were on hand to explain everything 
connected with the proposition. After 
the fair the exhibit was transferred 
to the city library and it is there at 
the LLpresent time. 
Officials of the

data, information and literature in re- 
gard to the homestead plan and they 
will be willing to discuss the plan at 
any time with interested persons in 
the board of trade rooms. 


Henry Stirling,

Virtually ail baking is done in public 
.bakeshops. Corn bread is essentially 
a home product; it cannot acceptably 
be prepared and sold over the baker's 
counter. It would be impossible, in 
the midst of war, to make over the 
home baking facilities 
of these na- 
tions. . We must adjust our supplies 
to meet their 
facilities 
for 
proper 
handling. 


Then, too, because of its additional 
'richness, corn meal does not keep as 
well as flour and is not .as suitable 
for overseas export. At home we con- 
sume the meal as it is produced. Corn 
meal sent to Burope'would deteriorate 
and grow, rancid, while wheat flour 
keeps. 


"Upon the success of our substitu- 
tion of-corn meal for flour will de- 
pend very, .largely' the question of 
whether the United States is to meet 
the first essential demand upon her 
by. her allies—which is a demand that 
we provide them with sufficient food 
so they may .continue the fight.

neighbor. 
But how is she 
to test 


eggs without breaking the shells? 
By X-raying the eggs In her own 


kitchen. 
She can make her own ma- 


chine from materials which she has 
at hand, a shoe box. or any other box 
of the same shape and size, and a 
small electric bulb or candle. 
In one end of the box cut a hole, 


the shape of an egg, only slightly 
smaller, so the eggs to be tested will 
fit tightly. 
Insert the lighted bulb or candle in 
the box and 
fasten 
the cover 
on 


closely. 
Fresh eggs fill shell, bad eggs shrink 
Draw down the shades and make 


the room dark. 
To test eggs, hold them up, one by 


one, 
before the egg-shaped hole. 
A 


fresh, egg will 1111 its shell. The older 
an egg gets, the more it will shrink, 
and the empty part of the shell will 
show plainly against the light in the 
box.

n'd digestibility of potatoes, but by 
the methods of cooking most com- 
monly used a large part of the nutri- 
ment may be lost. Baking and steam- 
ing are the cooking methods which 
best preserve the full food value of 
the potato.
